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TOWN CLERICS REPORT FOR 1922. 


To the Citizens of Piermont: 

Your Town Clerk herewith presents his annual re- 
port together with some facts and data that may be of 
interest to some. 

I have kept as accurate and complete a record of 
the Town's Vital Statistics as I possibly could. 

I have recorded four marriages, twelve births and 
eleven deaths. Seven deaths actually occurred in town. 

I have issued 70 Motor Vehicle Registration Per- 
mits for which I received $500.64 less a ete of $28.19 
on account of expired Permits. 

I licensed 61 dogs, receiving Potore $130.50. This 
money has been paid over to your Town Treasurer and 
I have his receipts for the same. 

While perhaps the year 1922 does not show quite 
so good a record on the whole as 1921, I still believe the 
people living in our small New Fngland Town have much 
to be thankful for. We had I think a little more sick- 
ness, two more deaths, more severe and destructive 
storms and two fires that proved a total loss. 

Piermont was granted and incorporated in 1764 and 
four years later the first settlements were made. The 
rise and fall in population will be shown by the follow- 
ing: 1775, population 168; 1800, pop. 670; 1840, jpop. 
1,057; 1890, pop. 709; 1920, pop. 577. Piermont is in the 
second congressional, first councilor and third sena- 
torial districts. Piermont Town Hall built 1863; Pier- 
mont Public Library organized 1893 and commenced 
with $125 worth of books. Land for South Lawn Ceme- 
tery purchased 1911. First burial there took place 
Feb. 16, 1915, since which time 31 burials have been 
made in this cemetery.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


To the School Board and Citizens of Piermont; 

I have the pleasure to submit my first report of the 
schools of Piermont. I have found the schools in good 
condition and have tried to continue the work so well 
begun by your former superintendent. 

We may consider ourselves fortunate in retaining 
the majority of last year’s teachers. Miss Mary Under- 
hill and Miss Ida King attended the Summer sessions of 
six weeks at the Plymouth Normal School: The courses 
offered at Plymouth and Keene are of great value to 
the teachers attending them, especially to those having 
experience but no normal training. 

No one realizes better than I that a superintend- 
ent’s first, year in a district. should be a time of getting 
acauainted rather than a period of radical changes. 
With this in mind I have tried to make myself familiar 
with matters connected with the schools, and to follow 
as closely as possible for the present the plans of my 
predecessor. Mr Rhoades’ courtesy in making me ac- 
quainted with the schools was most helpful. 

I regret that more parents have not visited the 
schools. It should always be understood by them that 
they are most welcome at all times. A helpful spirit of 
cooperation would be warmly fostered if parents would 
know teachers better and talk with them more, for 
while the layman’s advice can not always be followed, it 
is best that a common understanding of purposes shouid 
exist. 

The attendance for the past year (1921-1922) aver- 
aged 89.3% of the total membership. This is a little 
lower than for the state as well as a little Tower than 
the average maintained in 1920-1921. The average for 
the state is) 92%. However five out of the six schools 
had a higher per cent of attendance than in any. pre- 
vious year. 

The following pupils have had perfect attendance 
for the year: Pearl Webster, Althea Wilson, Pbhvllis 
Morrill. Perfect attendance for two terms: Martin Dav, 
Dorothy Howard, William Leavitt, Dorothy Webster, 
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Eola Jewell. Perfect attendance for one term: Charles 
White, Allen Webster, Winnifried Leavitt, Roger How- 
land, Sadie Wilson, Violet Smith, Russell Scott, Haines 
Winn. 

Miss Underhill is serving as school nurse. We note 
that parents are paying heed to the notices sent them 
regarding defects as is evidenced by the number of de- 
fects that. have been corrected. If your child is back- 
ward in school, note carefully the report sent you by 
the nurse, and if defects are found by her have a care- 
ful examination by a physician and have the trouble re- 
moved if possible. No pupil can do the mental work of 
the schools properly, if physically handicapped. 

I wish to thank those citizens as well as members 
of the School Board, who from time to time have given 
an appreciative word to teachers and myself. We are 
striving to give you good schools and need your support.
